H.B. No. 5262  An Act Revising Certain Absentee Voting Eligibility Statutes. This bill 
allows for the amendment of the current statute which defines the criteria for 
obtaining an absentee ballot to cover the fear of illness.  

It has been noted that the statute is more exclusionary than the Connecticut Constitution. 
Whether or not the Covid 19 illness is in retreat for the Nov 22 election, there will be many 
voters, possibly with autoimmune or other conditions, who will be afraid to enter a polling place. 
In keeping with our goal to give voters as much access to voting as possible, the League of 
Women Voters of Southeastern CT supports HB 5262.
